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IDEEWOFD 


The  lov/a  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  Unit  of  a 
nation-vdde  organization  which  is  entrusted  with  the  responsibility  of  ; 
operating  a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.     The  Division 
of  Agricultural  Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  Iowa  State  Department  of 
Agriculture  v/orking  in  cooperaT:ion  with  T;he  Agricultural  Marketing  Service 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agricultuxe .     'The  year  1939  marked  the 
one-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  collection  of  sta'cistics  of  agriculture 
in  the  United  States. 

The  general  program  of  the  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service 
is  to  meet  the  public  needs  and  deman.ds  for  summary  data  of  an  historical 
nature  and  for  current  statistical  inform.ation  of  agricultural  production 
in  Iowa  and  the  United  States. 

In  recent  years,  there  has  been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultur- 
al organizations,  commercial  interests,  teachers,  legislators,  and  county, 
state  and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends 
of  change  in  counties^     Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available 
data  for  each  county  over  an  extended  period  of  time.     So  urgent  is  the 
need  for  county  data  that  somie  organi  za^tions  have  assembled  such  informa- 
tion at  considerable  cost.     It  is  in  response  to  triese  needs  that  this 
series  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  oifered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  .Federal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  suoervi sion  of  Horman  Y.  Strand, 
State-wide  "Tork  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Eco- 
nomics and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  x^ox'k.  completed  on 
Official  Project  65-1-72-155  of  the  Vork  Projects  Administration.  Official 
Project  565-72-3-35  furnished  the  aiaterial  for  Tables    25  and  27, 

The  lov/a  Agricultural  Extension  Service  particiiDated  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  materials  in  uhis  re;oortf     Selected  data  from  che  liles  of  the 
Iowa,  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in 
this  series.     Si:)ecial  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  officials 
v/ho  collect  data  on  crops  and  livestocks  as  required  under  the  Iowa  laws. 
Without  these  data  by  townships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics 
would  be  less  accurate  and  less  complete.

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IOWA  AG-PJ  CULiUML  SIATIS'IICS  -  ZRAIIKLIN  COIMtY 

Frajilclin  County,  originally  part  of  old  Payette  and  Buchanan  counties  was 
estaMished  on  January  15,  1851.     It  was  named  in  honor  of  Benjamin  Franklin, 
l/     In  1855  the  county  was  organized  into  a  separate  political  unit  and  a  site 
near  the  center 'of  the  county  was  chosen  for  the  county-seat.     In  1856  a  town, 
was  Irid  out  ahout  two  miles  from  this  site  and  named  Benjamin;  later  this 
name  was  changed  to  Hampton.    Plampton  is  now  the  leading  town  in  the  co-oriby.B/ 

The  first  settlers  were  John  Mayne  and  faiaily,  Addison  Phelps,  and  James 
B.  Eeeves,  who  all  arrived  within  a  few  hours  of  each  other  and  settled  in  the 
vicinityof  \Aia.t  later  became  Mayne 's  Creek.     'This  settlement  was  made  in  1853, 
but  it  was  not  until  the  spring  of  1854  that  homesteaders  came  in  lar,,_;,e  num- 
bers. 3/ 

The  settlers  were  considerably  disturbed  by  the  activities  of  the  Sioux 
Indic?ns  in  northwest  Iowa.     At  one  time  they  all  left  their  homes  and  fled 
further  south  for  protection,  but  when  they  returned  no  damage  had  been  done 
by  the  Indians.  4/ 

The  Illinois  Central  Railroad  touches  the  county  on  che  south  while  che 
Iowa  Central  runs  through  from  south  to  north.  5/ 

Area 

Franklin  County  i  s  24  miles  square,  having  an  area  of  578  square  miles  _6/, 
or  369,920  acres.     Of  this  number,  363,015  acres  a,re  listed  as  farm  lands.  7/ 
There  are  16  townships  in  Lhe  county  and  it  ranks  twenty-fifth  in  'ooint  of  d.ze 
in  the  State,   sharing  this  place  with  Keokuk  County, 

Soils 

The  soils  of  FranKlin  County  are  grouped  into  five  classes  according  to 
their  origin  and  classification;  namely,  drift,  loess,   terrace,   sv/amp  and  bot- 
tom-land, and  residual.     The  drift  soils  cover  69.9  percent  of  the  area  cind 
are  divided  into  Carrington  loams-10,0  percent,  Cai-rington  fine  sand-O.l  per- 
cent,  Clai^ion  loams — 33.7  percent,  'Jebster  loams~17.2  percent,  Lindley  loams — 
0.7  percent,   Clyde  loams-5.5  percent,  Dickinson  loams — 0^9  ;oercent,  Dodgeville 
loams — ^.6  percent,  and  Pierce  loams — ^.1  percent.     The  loess  soils  cover  15.5 
percent  of  the  surface  and  are  divided  into  Tama  loams — 14.7  percent,  Fayette 
loai'ns — !^.7  percent,  and  Sioux  loam — 0,1  percent.     The  terrace  soils  cover  9.0 
percent  of  the  area  and  are  divided  into  Bremer  loams — 1.3  percent,  'Afeufcesha 
loams — 1.5  percent,  Fargo  loam — 0.4  percent,  O'Neill  loams — 4.5  percent,  and 
Benoit  loam — 1,3  percent.     The  swamp  and  bottom-land  soils  cover  5.5  ;'.)ercent. 
The  residual  soil,  Dubuque  loam,  covers  but  0.1  percent  of  the  area.  8/

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Topograpliy 

'The  western  half  of  the  county  is  charrcterized  "by  level  "ol^lns  mer,2,ing 
in  GO  the  A.ltainont  Moraine ,  running  north  and  south  chrou_:h  txie  center  of  the 
county.  This  "belt  of  low  hills  is  from  two  to  seven  miles  wide  with  an  oc- 
casional elevation  of  90  feet  above  'che  general  level.  The  eastern  part  of 
the  co'ont.;-  is  a  gently  rolling  prairie.  The  Cedar  Hiver  crosses  the  northead: 
part  o:;  -ne  county  and  the  Iowa  Hiver  cuts  across  the  southwest.  These  two 
rivers  and  their  tributaries  furnish  the  drainage  in  fne  county.  _9/ 

Climate 

The  a,verage  temperature  for  10  years  (1930-1939)  was  45,5  degrees,  10/ 
T"he  average  precipitation  for  53  years  (1877-1930)  was  33.76  inches,  and  the 
growing  season  averaged  157  days  betv/een  the  killing  frost  dates  of  liay  '4  and 
October  3  recorded  from  1904  to  1930.     11 / 

Population 

In  1356  the  lirst  census  of  this  county  listed  78^  inhabitants.  The  pop- 
ulation growth  has  been  slow,  though  stead;.',  and  in  1930  there  were  28  persons 
per  square  mile,  as  compared  with  the  State  density  of  ^-t:4.  The  follov-/ing  Tatie 
shoY/s  ciie  number  of  inhabitants  recorded  at  10  year  intervals.

In  1930  the  foreign  born  and  native  viiite  inhabitants  of  foreign  or 
mixed  parentage  totaled  5,445,  or  33o23  percent  of  the  total  population  of  the 
county.     Of  this  number,   tnere  were  3,860  of  Geman  descent  and  1,015  of  lan- 
ish  descent.

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As  a  whole,  they  had  1,647  memlDers,  of  which  1,300  were  active,  ond  3,701 
persons  did  ousiness  with  the  12  concerns.     The  selling  cooperatives  had  a 
business  volume  of  $1,075,328  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives  transacted  •:339, 
56  8  worth  of  business. 

Cooperatives  may  both  \)uy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the  other 
function  exclusively.     Purchasing  cooperatives  ouy  non-farm  commodities  for 
distribution  to  their  members  and  patrons,  and  selling  cooperatives  market 
farm  conunodities  for  their  members  and  i)atrons.  17/ 

Fruit 

The  record  year  for  apples  \?as  1909  when  30,939  trees  and  22,910  bushels 
were  recorded.     In  1934  there  were  only  10,362  trees  and  5, 083  bushels  listed. 
The  greatest  number  of  plum  trees,  5,797,  was  reported  in  1909  the  peak  year 
for  cherries, 1, SOI  trees  and  247  bushels  were  listed.     The  greatest  production 
of  gra;oes,  7,852  pounds  occurred  in  1934,  18/ 

Note  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'  statistical  breakdo\m  for  corn  acreage  is  as  follows: 
(1)  all  corn,  (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,  (3)  corn  cut  for  silage,  (4)  corn  cut 
for  fodder  nnd  (5)  corn  hogged  off.  A  totril  production  is  .^Iven  for  ea.ch  farm 
which  includes  only  that  actually  husked.  In  getting  county  totals  of  produc- 
tion, the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  by  che  yield  (derived 
by  dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  husked)  and  added  to  sum- 
mations of  individual  farm  productions  shown  as  husked.  Tni  s  assumes  that  acre' 
age  not  husked  would  have  produced  che  same  yield  as  that  actually  husked. 

In  1934  and  1936,  both  ooor  crop  yea.rs,   separate  estimations  .of  corn 
yield  on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  by  the  State  assessors'  office  because 
it  wa.s  felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  would  select  their  best  acreages  for 
husking  and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  vmich  would  have  a  different  and  lower 
yield.     This  separate  yield  estimation  was  cnen  multiplied  by  the  a.creage  not 
husked  and  ohe  total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

Tiis  v/as  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  townships.     The  township  yields 
for  these  two  years,   then,  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  based  only  on  ac23- 
age  husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked.     The  total  corn  acreage  is  Siiov/n  by 
to',mship  wi  ch  this  yield,  and  any  attemiDt  to  multiply  it  by  the  acreage  shorn 
to  get  total  loroduction  will  result  in  a.  too  high  figure.     The  county  surmnary 
table  figuies  for  corn  yield  in  1934  and  1936  have  been  adjusted  for  poorer 
yields  on  that  acr-age  not  husked  and  these  yields  may  legitmately  be  multi- 
plied by  the  acreages  shown  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the  coixniy. 

In  all  other  years  actual  township  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  and  a.creage  figures  shown  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  assum- 
ed to  be  equal  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  and  township  yields  are, 
therefore,  consistent  in  all  years  except  1934  and  1936.
